Last Article by Wiggins 
Tells True Story About 
Business in Southwest 


When Frank Wiggins, the veteran 
secretary of the Los Angeles Cham¬ 
ber of Comerce, passed away last 
week the west lost one of its most 
unique figures. 

No one on the Pacific Coast or 
anywhere in the Southwest has a 
clearer conception of what business 
conditions really are than had Frank 
Wiggins. For thirty-three years he 
had been connected with the Los An¬ 
geles Chamber of Commerce as an 
executive ami for the past 27 years 
as secretary. He had seen good times 
and bad times, he had seen the 
Southwest develop into the wonder¬ 
ful country it is today. He knew 
what caused that development and 
the elements that have been brought 
to bear at various times to hinder 
that growth. So anything he had 
to say on the subject may certainly 
be relied upon. 

Foolish Talk 

There hus been a good deal of 
talk throughout the country during 
the past few months about the so- 


dt pressin 
engagemen 


called “slack business conditions” in 
the Southwest. Naturally people who 
live in the Southwest know how 
groundless is the propaganda that 
has been spread throughout the East 
j and Middle West. 

It was fitting that what is per¬ 
haps the last published article from 
Mr. Wiggins’ pen should be devot¬ 
ed to giving the real .facts to com¬ 
bat the false reports which have 
been broadcast in recent months con¬ 
cerning business conditions in the 
Southwest. 

In the October issue of Southern 
California Business, the official mag¬ 
azine of the Los Angeles Chamber, 
Mr. Wiggins had this to' say about 
I the false reports being circulated 
ithroughout the country: 

"That a persistent and well organ¬ 
ized e/Tort is being made throughout 
the east and middle west to injure 
I the Southwest, Los Angeles, and 
Southern California in particular, is 
evidenced on every side. Some of 
the propaganda «set in the 

east has been so subtile that it has 
had perhaps some influence. Other 
propaganda has been so palpably sil¬ 
ly that it has served as sort of a 
; boost instead of a knock. 

“Of the latter variety we find sup¬ 
posed interviews from people who 
have visited California and the 
Southwest and returned to their 
home towns only to rush into print 
with statements so false that it leads 
one to believe they have either not 
seen much of the country they have 
visited or that they maliciously have 

statchi things t.hpv know nrp not 


a. I city with the tale that he found the 
V “worst possible conditions in the 
J! Southwest,” going on to call atten¬ 
tion to what he. terms “disastrous 
effects resulting from the foot and 
mouth disease,” followed by what he 
asserts is one of the “worst droughts 
the Southwest has ever suffered,” 
j holding out the impression that the 
; Southwest is in “dire condition.” 

No Labor Advertising 

The article in the Topeka paper j 
| quotes that business man as saying ! 
that many thousands of laborers are 
1 walking the streets of cities of the 
j Southwest unable to find work or 
anything to eat and that chambers 
of commerce throughout the South¬ 
western territory are still advertis¬ 
ing for more laborers to come. 

In answer to this, Wiggins says: 

I “At no time has the Los Angeles 
IChamber of Commerce lent itself to 
. I inducing, through advertisements, 

\ | laboring men to come to California, 

> nor do I believe that any other 
chamber of commerce anywhere in 
* the Southwest has done so. As a 
1 matter of fact, a sufficient number 
ot laborihg men are attracted natur- 
1 ally to the Southwest seeking work 
on their own account, just as thous¬ 
ands upon thousands of laboring men 
i are attracted to other districts with- 
j out invitation from the people resid¬ 
ing therein. There are proportion¬ 
ately no more men out of work in 
the Southwest than in a like area 
anywhere else in the United States. 

I In fact, I believe the proportion is 
’smaller here.” 

Wiggins then refers to reliable 
authorities to back up his statements 
■ as to conditions in the Southwest. 
One of these authorities is the “Na¬ 
tion’s Business,” official magazine 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. That magazine for 
several years has been publishing a 
business conditions map each month. 
For the past three years Southern 
j California and other sections of the 
I Southwest have constituted one of 
the very few “white spots” in the 
entire country. The September map 
showed the only white spot in the 
United States to be the greater part 
of the Southwest, especially Cali¬ 
fornia, with most of Arizona, a part 
of Texas and a part of Oklahoma. 

A Real Business Index 
| Continuing his article, Frank Wig¬ 
gins says: “How in the face of 
these facts can stories detrimental 
to - the Southwest be circulated so 
widely throughout the country ? True 
it is that business, while not in bad 
condition anywhere, is in just a lit¬ 
tle better condition in the South¬ 
west than it is in almost any other 
part of the country. 

“Admittedly, one must judge busi¬ 
ness more or less accurately in bank 
clearings. The growth in Southwest 
bank clearings ha^ been steady for a 
number of years. The first seven 
months of this year will show a total « 
far in excess of the figures for the

Those Eighteen Propositions 
Facing California Voters 

Only twenty people in all the world, it is said, are capable 
of understanding the Einstein theory of Relativity in all its ram¬ 
ifications. The subject of taxation in California is so involved 
that an even even closer limitation might be cited in regard to 
the laws governing it. It may seem the height of presumption 
for an ordinary editor to try to elucidate the seven propositions 
on the ballot having to do with taxation. No complete treatise 
can be attempted. But some "pertinent facts may be cited with 
a measure of helpfulness to the puzzled voted. 

Motor Carrier Taxation 

Proposition No. 1 is an initiative measure originating with 
the motor bus and transfer companies, providing for a system 
of taxation by the state similar to that now employed in taxa¬ 
tion of railways and other public utilities. The rate is fixed at 
4 per cent of gross receipts and is in lieu of all other taxes, city, 
county or district, and would go into the general funds of the 
state. The measure is right in recognizing the motor lines as 
public utilities and providing for taxing them as such. But the 
rate appears to be disproportionately low, and the proceeds 
ought to be paid into the highway funds to take care of the 
highway damage inflicted by these heavy vehicles. Vote No. 

* Personal Property Taxes 

Proposition No. 6 is designed to simplify the collection of 
taxes on personal property unsecured by real estate. It estab¬ 
lishes the rate of the preceding year for collection at the time 
assessment is made and without revision when the new rate is 
established. The present law provides for collection of an addi¬ 
tional amount if the rate is raised later, or a refund if the rate 
is lowered. The proposed change would simplify the process and 
would average up the same in the long run. Vote Yes. 

Foreign Securities 

Proposition No. 9 is designed to get onto the California as¬ 
sessment rolls a large amount of securities of corporations of 
other states now held by California residents. They have evad¬ 
ed taxation by retaining citizenship in other states. Securities 
of California corporations are not taxed, but “foreign securities" 
are taxed at full value and at the same rate as other property. 
This amendment would permit the legislature to establish a dif¬ 
ferent basis of value and rates on “foreign securities,” which 
would be more just and would undoubtedly add greatly to the 
amount of such securities to be taxed by the state. It is en¬ 
dorsed by the county assessors’ associations and practically ev¬ 
ery other authority on taxation. Vote Yes. 

State Taxation 

Proposition No. 10 would indicate by the synopsis on the 
ballot that it was intended to deal chiefly with county mutual 
fire insurance companies. However, it covers practically the 
whole field embraced in the King Tax Bill, and appeals to have 
a number of jokers or loopholes involving considerable danger. 
Whether these were intentional or not does not appear. How¬ 
ever, the dangers seem to outweigh the merits. Vote No. 

Poll Taxes 

Proposition No. 13 fixes a poll tax of $5 on every male of 
21 or more who does not pay real or personal taxes of $5. or 
more. The revenue from this tax is devoted to school purposes, 
a worthy feature. In 1914, however, the voters of the state 
abolished the poll tax system because it was regarded as neither 
equitable nor possible of just administration without undue ex¬ 
pense. Poll taxes are usually advocated by people who argue 
that property taxes are paid only by the person having title to 
the property and not by the person who uses it. They fail to 
see, for instance, that the landlord collects the. tax from the ten¬ 
ant but that it is covered up in the rental. This* would add an¬ 
other tax to an already too complicated tax system. Vote No. 

Bond Exemptions 

Proposition No. 14 adds public utility districts to those pol¬ 
itical divisions (state, county, city, school, reclamation and irri¬ 
gation districts) whose bonds shall be tax free. There seems to 
be no reason why this particular class of public utility bond is¬ 
sues should not have the same tax exemption privilege as the rest. 
But the public is pretty well convinced of the fallacy of the tax « 
exemption feature and the wisdom of providing for the issuance 
i of more tax free bonds is doubtful. Vote No. 

v Air-Port Tax Exemption 

Proposition No. 15, would exempt sfrom taxation property 
not exceeding in value $50,000 in any one county used exclu¬ 
sively as air-ports or aviation fields used and controlled by the 
U. S. Government. This would be beneficial to a few people who 
might be able to rent their property to Uncle Sam for the pur¬ 
pose named. It might also tend strongly to give them a nice 
county monopoly on this class of business. Another chance to 
swat tax exemption by voting No. 

This completes the brief review of the eighteen state ballot 
propositions, which has appeared in recent weeks. It has been 
offered because some subscribers have been kind enough to ex¬ 
press appreciation for similar reviews presented in past years. 

It represents the result of considerable study in trying to arrive 
at the most equitable solution of the many questions involved. 
Having no axe to grind for myself, I have tried studiously to 
avoid grindihg axes for anybody else in arriving at the conclu¬ 
sions named. Rather than have anybody take my advice on any 
of these problems I would prefer News readers to take their 
voters’ handbooks and study the propositions for themselves. 

For the, benefit of any readers who wish to follow the sug¬ 
gestions offered wholly or in part, a list of the propositions by 
number and title, with the vote advised by these articles, is 
printed in another column. — G. B. M.

Aid to Disabled War Veterans 
Paramount and Reaches 
Nearly $4,000,000. 


Washington.—More than $21.090 000 
was the total of funds expended in 
all activities of the American Red 
Croat during the last fiscal year, 
ended June 30, says a statement le¬ 
aned by the National organization. 
This expenditure was almost one- 
aixth of the amount of money dis¬ 
bursed by the Red Cross In tbe war 
year, July, 1917, to June, 1918. Of 
this extraordinary sum $11,631,303 was 
America's contribution to tbe Red 
Cross for relief of the Japanese earth¬ 
quake victim*. This was increased 
to $11,768,803 by appropriations from 
general funds of the Red Cross, and It 
represented probably tbe largest spon¬ 
taneous outpouring of beneficence of 
a single nation in the history of the 
world. 

Over 3,000 active Chapter* expend¬ 
ed during the year $4,869,000. the Na¬ 
tional organisation disbursed $16,497,- 
265.35. making the total $21.366 255.85 
—all for humanitarian work which 
reached practically around the world. 

In announcing the year's record of 
American Red Cross industry the ex¬ 
ecutive officials at Washington empha¬ 
sise the fact that the extensive and 
never-halting work of the Red Cross 
depends almost wholly upon the na¬ 
tion-wide support of the organisation 
frtin the memberships enrolled during 
the annual roll call which this year 
will be in progress from Nov. 11 to 
27. when everyone is asked to Join 
or renew their membership in the 
American Red Cross. 

Soldier Service Paramount 

Service in behalf of the disabled 
veterans of the World War and their 
families is a paramount obligation of 
the Red Cross. The organization, 
through Its Chapters, ts constantly in 
touch with this duty In 2.609 communi¬ 
ties throughout the United States— 
the Chapters alone during the year ex¬ 
pending In service for veterans shout 
$2,000,000. The National organization 
expended $1.735.825— a total of $3,735. 
825 applied to assisting war sufferers 
toward recovery from disability and 
distress. 

This work is constant in hospitals, 
sanitariums, camps, soldiers’ homes. 
In the community. For example. In 
helping disabled men and women In 
places where they were transient real 
dents $173,076 from national funds 
alone was required to help solve their 
problems. Every Red Cross service Is 
ever at band ready to meet the In 
dividual need of these men and 
women. 

The enlisted men in the Regular 
Army, the Navy, and the Marine 
Corps, with their home ties, mean a 
never-ending Red Cross service which 
figures cannot fully Interpret In this 
work a total of $685,285 was applied 
In meeting an obligation under the 
Red Cross charter which has been ful¬ 
filled for over 20 year*. 

Oomestlc Operations Extensive 

In the past year Red Cross opera¬ 
tions were almost wholly confined to 
continental United States and the 
Insular possessions. Relief work fol¬ 
lowing disasters called for Immediate 
activities In 192 places and a total of 
$737,603.87 was spent in this service 
alone In 33 major disasters trained 
workers were kept at the work of 
rehabilitation for many months. 

In carrying on the health activities 
a total of $444,836.66 from Red Cross 
national funds, and $808 000 from Chap¬ 
ter treasuries—appropxlmately $1,252.- 
836 in all—was applied, giving some 
Idea of the extent of Red Cross ser 
vice in the fields of public health 
nursing, nutrition instruction, and 
spreading knowledge of personal hy 
glcne and care of the sick in the home. 

For advancing the cause of human 
aafety. the First Aid instruction, local¬ 
ly by Chapters and over extensive 
nut tonal territory by the Red Cross 
Instruction car covering trunk line 
railroads, and in teaching water- 
safety and Increasing the membership 
of the Red Cross Life-Saving Corps 
the total cost was $288 234.71. of which 
$216,224.71 came out of national funds 
Army of Over 5.500.000 

The Junior Red Cross in the schools 
— with over 6,500,000 in its “1 Serve” 
ranks—was aided with $233.51078 to 
which it is estimated the Chapters add 
ed some $277.000—a total of $510,510.78 
In various other domestic activities the 
Red Cross spent $238,473.19. and the 
Chapters In their numerous voluntary 
services expended an additions! 
$1,048,000 during the year. 

Foreign obligations, aside from 
Japan, were met with national funds 
as follows: Relief of refugees In 
Greece. $200,887.18; Junior Red Cross 
projects. $99,579.75; League of Red 
Cross Societies. $165,000; other In 
aular and foreign work. $22!,851>.S1
